DNA & The Real CSI 


On January 1, 2005, Missouri’s enhanced DNA law—all felon and convicted offenders under 
Chapter 566 (certain misdemeanor sex related offenses)—went into effect. The Patrol had been 
collecting DNA from certain violent offenders and placing their profiles into the Combined DNA 
Index System (CODIS), which is also connected to a national database maintained by the FBI, 
since 1994. Under the new law, offenders’ DNA samples are collected upon conviction or release 
from a state penitentiary. Prior to the new law’s effective date, there were approximately 55,000 
profiles in Missouri’s CODIS database. Today, there are nearly 120,000 profiles in the system. 
There have been approximately 1,000 “hits” in the system with 678 of those hits occurring in 
2006 (at the time of the writing of this article). Obviously, as more offender profiles are added to 
the system, more hits are occurring and, more importantly, more cases are being solved—many 
of which have remained unsolved for years. I would like to highlight one such case that investiga- 
tors from the Patrol’s Division of Drug and Crime Control (DDCC) have been involved in since it 
occurred in 1991. 

On January 7, 1991, the semi-nude body of 18-year-old Stephanie Hogland was found in the 
ditch along Route W in Lincoln County. She had been badly beaten, raped, and left to die in the 
snow and freezing temperatures. Her abandoned car was located a short distance away in a drive- 
way off Route W. She had been missing for two days and was last seen leaving a wedding recep- 
tion during the early morning hours of January 6, 1991. A DNA sample was obtained and profiled 
from a piece of evidence collected from the scene. That profile was entered into the CODIS data- 
base. After numerous leads and investigative man-hours, the case had remained unsolved for 
nearly 16 years. 

On October 30, 2006, an offender’s DNA was collected and submitted to the Patrol for entry 
into the CODIS database. After a profile was completed, the sample was entered into the system 
and a “hit” on the profile from the Hogland case occurred on November 30, 2006. A suspect was 
developed in the case and the information was given to the Lincoln County Sheriffs Department 
and DDCC investigators for further investigation. On December 15, 2006, the suspect was ar- 
rested and charged with the first degree murder of Stephanie Hogland. The case is pending trial. 

With the development and advances made in DNA evidence, criminal investigators now have a 
new and effective tool in helping solve or resolve cases, many which have been “cold” for years. 
The advances made in DNA extraction have rapidly changed in the last few years, making many 
items collected at crime scenes, possibly containing DNA, very important pieces of evidence. Not 
since the development of fingerprint evidence has a crime-fighting tool been developed that can 
conclusively and effectively place a suspect at the scene of a crime. The importance of conducting 


a good crime scene investigation (CSI) has never been greater.

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DPS Recognizes Tpr. Keith A. Kinsey

Missouri State Highway Patrol 
Trooper Keith A. Kinsey, Q/GD, was 
selected DPS Employee of the Month 
for November 2006! Tpr. Kinsey was 
selected for this award for the excep- 
tional levels of police initiative and in- 
vestigative skills he demonstrated 
during the month of August 2006. His 
initiative and skill resulted in the arrest 
of four suspects for various felonies 
and the identification of 19 other sus- 
pects who will be arrested and formally 
charged for felony crimes. 

On August 10, 2006, Tpr. Kinsey 
was on duty. Radio traffic at Harrah’s 
Casino made him aware of a second 
false fire alarm at the casino’s hotel. He 
decided this was unusual and investi- 
gated. He located a male and female in 
the room where the false fire alarms 
had activated. His investigation resulted 
in the discovery of an active metham- 
phetamine laboratory in the room. The 
smoke generated from the laboratory 
had set off the fire alarms. Both sub- 
jects were arrested and several items 
of paraphernalia seized along with a 
large quantity of “meth oil” and some 
finished product of methamphetamine. 


On August 17, 2006, while on duty, 
Tpr. Kinsey was contacted by a cab 
driver who told him a passenger had 
just given him money with some red 
dye on it. Tpr. Kinsey was able to verify 
the dye was that used by a bank during 
a robbery. He used the surveillance 
cameras, located the subject, and deter- 
mined through his investigation who 
the person was. While transporting the 
person to jail, it was discovered he had 
hidden an additional $900 in dye stained 
money on his person in order to dis- 
pose of it. Tpr. Kinsey’s investigation 
located $400 of stolen money in casino 
machines—the subject was trying to 
“launder” by putting the money in and 
immediately cashing it out. He then 
took the voucher to the cage cashier to 
redeem for “clean money”. The subject 
was linked to the armed robbery of the 
Pulaski bank in St. Louis, and an accom- 
plice was also arrested. 

On August 23, 2006, a cage cashier 
contacted Tpr. Kinsey while he was on 
duty. The cashier expressed concern 
about a personal starter check a patron 
was attempting to cash. Further inves- 
tigation by Tpr. Kinsey revealed a

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check cashing scam. One example was 
a suspect taking a homeless person to a 
bank to open up an account with $25 to 
$50, then printing fake checks on the 
account and attempting to cash them. 
Tpr. Kinsey’s investigation led to one 
arrest and to identifying 18 other sus- 
pects involved in the scam. Tpr. Kinsey 
also shared the information about the 
scam with other casinos, resulting in an 
additional arrest. To date, it is thought 
these suspects have passed $20,000 in 
fake credit union checks at Harrah’s 
Casino, Ameristar Casino, and the Presi- 
dent Casino. 

All three of these incidents appeared 
as somewhat normal, routine matters on 
the surface. Tpr. Kinsey’s instincts 
proved there was more to the story and 
resulted in all three cases being solved. 
Excellent work, Tpr. Kinsey! Congratu- 
lations on being named DPS Employee 
of the Month for November 2006!

Decker arrived at an apartment 
building to conduct a narcotics investi- 
gation after an individual had agreed 
to turn over cocaine he had hidden at 
the apartment complex. Tprs. Geier 
and Decker were to stage at a nearby 
parking lot, while the individual re- 


trieved the cocaine for Cpl. Schulte. 
While driving to the apartment, a fire 
was observed in the adjoining apart- 
ment building. The officers also noted 
a suspicious vehicle leaving the ad- 
joining parking lot. 

Cpl. Schulte immediately informed 
Tprs. Geier and Decker to contact the 
local fire department and St. Louis 
County Police Department, and ad- 
vise them of the potential arson. Fur- 
thermore, Tprs. Geier and Decker 
were directed to attempt to overtake 
and stop the suspect vehicle. Cpl.

Through the officers’ efforts, ap- 
proximately 30 residents were evacu- 
ated before the building was engulfed 
and consequently destroyed.

MVI Updates School Bus Inspection Program

The Motor Vehicle Inspection Di- 
vision has reviewed current school 
bus inspection procedures and pro- 
vided process updates that will make 
the inspection of school buses more 
efficient and provide the Patrol with 
more tangible statistics for the pro- 
gram. 

The updated process will allow 
school districts and bus owners to 
make repairs to a limited list of items 
without receiving a rejection rating on 
initial inspection. The list includes 
clearance lights, ID lights, lenses/ 
reflectors, emergency triangles, wip- 
ers, brake warning lights, high beam 
indicators, seats, faded paint on stop 
arms, lettering issues, and heater/ 
defroster switches. These items are 
not being removed as rejectable crite- 


ria; however, due to the minor nature 
of each issue, districts and bus own- 
ers will be given one opportunity to 
repair any items on this list on the day 
of inspection. Any repairs not com- 
pleted prior to the Patrol’s exit from 
the inspection location will be consid- 
ered rejections and will be noted as 
such on all inspection records. 

This positive change in procedure 
is the result of a collaborative effort of 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol, 
Missouri Department of Elementary 
and Secondary Education, Missouri 
School Bus Contractors’ Association, 
and Missouri Association of Pupil 
Transportation. The Motor Vehicle 
Inspection Division anticipates that 
this simple change will, in addition to 


alleviating any unnecessary stress to 
the school districts and bus owners of 
Missouri who participate in the annual 
school bus inspection program, also 
provide the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol with more valid statistical infor- 
mation regarding the true safety is- 
sues of school transportation. This 
increase in legitimate statistics will 
allow the Missouri State Highway Pa- 
trol the opportunity to provide the 
busing industry information that will 
directly influence the quality of trans- 
portation for Missouri’s school chil- 
dren. 

The 2007 School Bus Inspection 
Program, slated to begin on February 
2, will be performed using these up- 
dated procedures.

Bank Robbery Spree

On November 24, 2006, Asst. 
Chief Tele. Eng. M. Wayne 
Clinesmith, his wife, Karen, and his 
son, Jason, were waiting to have their 
family pictures taken in Platte Woods, 
MO, area, when Wayne observed a 
black male acting suspiciously. The 
man walked into Enterprise Bank & 
Trust, located at Prairie View Road. 
Moments later, the subject was seen 
running from the bank and entering a 
blue, Chrysler van. Wayne observed a 
bankteller run outside and asked her if 
the bank had just been robbed. The 
teller confirmed Wayne’s suspicions. 

Wayne immediately called 9-1-1 
and informed the Kansas City Police 
Department of the bank robbery. He 
then started following the getaway 
vehicle at a safe distance, keeping lo- 
cal law enforcement agencies abreast 
of their location. Wayne also called 
Troop A’s Communications Division, 
and with the assistance of Asst. Chief 
Telecom. Eng. Teresa J. Fewell and 
Chief Telecom. Eng. Dennis M. 
McCarthy, Wayne was able to help 
coordinate the responses of local en- 
forcement departments. Platte City 
Police Officer Stackhouse was able to 
intercept the suspect vehicle. He and 
three Platte County deputies arrested 
three subjects. The subjects were ar- 
rested without incident and released 
to federal law enforcement officers 
who had responded to the scene. Two 
male subjects and one female subject 
were believed to be responsible or at 
least involved in a minimum of seven 
bank robberies in Atchison, KS, Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, and Platte City, 
MO. 

Since this incident, Wayne has re- 
tired from the Missouri State Highway 
Patrol. His retirement party was held 
on December 15, 2006, and cel- 
ebrated 26 years of dedicated service 
in the Communication Division. Wayne 
gives credit to his wife and son with 
helping to capture the bank robbery 
suspects.

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How About A Nice, Cold—Book

It was late in October on a Satur- 
day afternoon ... The next day would 
bring a time change as Daylight Sav- 
ings came to an end. Fall back—one 
more hour of sleep.

These were items CVO II Talbert 
and Sgt. McMullin didn’t think needed 
to be refrigerated. 


When the driver was asked by 
Set. McMullin why he turned the 
reefer off he denied ever doing so. 


CVO II Talbert felt around the motor 
of the reefer, and it was still warm to 
the touch. It had been running. Due to 
the actions of the driver, his com- 
ments, and the condition of the paper- 
work, Sgt. McMullin asked the driver 
for permission to search the tractor 
and trailer. The driver said, “Sure.” 

CVO II Talbert attended to the 
driver while Sgt. McMullin looked at 
the reefer, which appeared to have a 
handmade piece of metal attached 
with after market screws. He pulled 
part of the metal back to expose the 
contents. He saw bundles taped with 
duct tape. His knife pierced the skin 
of a bundle and he pulled the blade 
out covered with a white substance 
that he knew was cocaine. 

At this time the driver was 
mirandized and arrested.

Motor Vehicle Inspector Sprv.

A customer 
had brought in a 1989 Chevrolet 
pickup truck for a safety inspection. 
During the course of that inspec- 
tion, Terry discovered the Vehicle 
Identification Number (VIN) plate 
had been put on with round rivets. 
Terry wanted to know what he 
should do. (This vehicle should 
have rosette shaped rivets securing 
the VIN plate.) 

MVI Sprv. Gibson requested the 
customer bring the vehicle to Troop 
D Headquarters for further inspec- 
tion. The customer had just pur- 
chased the vehicle from a car lot in 
Springfield. MVI Sprv. Gibson dis- 
covered the VIN plate was secured 
with glue and the rivets were round.

Passenger Says No Drugs; Tears Indicate Differently

It was three days before the time 
to celebrate Thanksgiving, but this 
day there would be two that would 
find it difficult to be thankful. You see, 
they made a conscious choice to con- 
ceal cocaine in a false compartment 
located inside their truck and then 
transport it across state lines for dis- 
tribution. 

Commercial Vehicle Officer II 
Ricky L. Talbert and Commercial Ve- 
hicle Officer Supervisor I J. David 
Brooks stopped a tractor-trailer on 
Interstate 44 near Route 125 in 
Greene County. During the routine 
inspection, they saw signs that led 
them to believe something was awry. 
(Perhaps the use of copious amounts 
of air fresheners?) The driver and 
his passenger appeared to be on edge 
and nervous at the presence of law 
enforcement. Their logbook had dis- 
crepancies and showed extensive off 
time. CVO Brooks contacted Ser- 


geant Matthew K. Funderburk and 
asked that he come to their location 
for further investigation. 

Sgt. Funderburk requested a crimi- 
nal history on the subjects, and found 
that they had extensive criminal back- 
grounds—including arrests for drugs. 

When asked about the discrepan- 
cies in his logbook, the driver just 
“shrugged” his shoulders. The pas- 
senger stated he was riding with the 
driver to Chicago to see about the 
trucking business and that he did not 
possess a CDL. He said he had been 
arrested for stealing a car and nothing 
else. When Sgt. Funderburk asked 
him if there was anything illegal inside 
the truck, he began to cry and stated, 
“No.” 

Sgt. Funderburk asked for and re- 
ceived permission to search the 
truck. He entered the sleeper area 
and raised the bottom bunk, and no- 
ticed the floor had been raised ap- 


proximately 10 inches, thus creating a 
void underneath. 

CVO Talbert used a screwdriver 
to pry up the front corner of the com- 
partment and in doing so discovered 
bundles wrapped in black tape. Set. 
Funderburk cut into one of the 
bundles and found a white powder 
inside. It later tested positive for co- 
caine. 

At this time, Sgt. Funderburk 
placed both subjects under arrest and 
read the Miranda warning, which 
they both acknowledged that they 
understood. The subjects were 
turned over to DDCC officers. Set. 
Daniel P. Banasik later told Sgt. 
Funderburk that the driver admitted 
knowing about the cocaine and even 
showed them how to operate the me- 
chanical system allowing easy access 
to the compartment. A total of 56 
bundles weighing approximately 140 
pounds were seized.

sgt. Funderburk Looks Beyond The Stop

Sergeant Matthew K. Funderburk 
was observing traffic on Interstate 44 
east of Missouri Route 13 in Greene 
County when a Freightliner tractor 
passed by rather quickly. A radar check 
indicated he was doing 68 mph in a 60 
mph zone. 

Sgt. Funderburk activated his emer- 
gency lights and stopped the tractor 
just west of Missouri Route 266. He 
approached the vehicle from the pas- 
senger side. He told the driver why he 
had stopped him and asked to see his 
license, registration, and logbook. As 
he was waiting for the driver to pro- 
duce the items he requested, he ob-

served several “Christmas Tree” air 


fresheners hanging throughout the cab 


and sleeper berth. 

The driver appeared nervous. He 
averted his eyes and was visibly shak- 
ing when he handed the items to Set. 
Funderburk. 

The driver stated that he was haul- 
ing tractors from Indiana to Texas, and 
asked Sgt. Funderburk if he wanted to 
look in his trailer at his load. The of- 
ficer asked to see his emergency tri- 
angles and fire extinguisher. He asked 
the driver to raise the bottom bunk, so 
they wouldn’t have to get into traffic. 
The driver entered the berth and

raised the bottom bunk. At this time, 
Sgt. Funderburk observed the middle 
compartment was empty, the driver’s 
side contained the orange box of tri- 
angles and a small amount of tools; a 
large duffle bag was in the 
passenger’s side compartment. 

The driver appeared nervous as 
he pulled the box of triangles out of 
the driver’s side compartment and 
began to try to open the box. He kept 
trying to open the box from the 
hinged side even after Sgt. 
Funderburk told him he was opening 
it from the wrong side. 

Sgt. Funderburk asked the driver 
what was in the duffle bag, and the 
driver said clothes. He asked for and 
received permission to search the 
bag. Inside, Sgt. Funderburk found 
several bundles of currency. He 
asked the driver how much money 
was there and was told “over 
$100,000”. The driver said a guy gave 
it to him in a rest area in Indiana. He 
was supposed to take it to Texas with 
him. Sgt. Funderburk then asked the 
driver to follow him to Troop D for 
further investigation. 

Sixty-six bundles of U.S. currency 
were discovered. The total amounted 
to $329,870. The driver signed a 
property record, and at that time the 
money was passed to him. After the 
driver received the money, the Drug 
Enforcement Agency seized the cur- 
rency. 
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
